the  people  at  hcTni'e  and  abroad  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  is  a  downrigbi  Fascist  country.  This 
has  been  exemplified  with  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  trial  of  iheio-calted  'Conspiracy 
8'  on  September  24ih  in  Chicago. 

The  fascist  judgCr  'Adolph'  Julius  J. 
Hoffman  has  promised  that  this  will  be  the 
trial  of  the  decade.  It  Is  obvious  that  this  is 
the  last  stage  and  the  turning  podnt  in  Amer¬ 
ican  history  when  the  iron  hand  of  the  dicta¬ 
torship  will  be  displayedi 

This  moch.  trial  would  nO't  be  possible 
without  the  inclusion  of  the  Black  Panther 
Party,  The  fascist  Gestapo  pigs  have  rail- 
roadtid  our  Chairman  on  another  trumped^ap 
charge.  Having  kidnapped  him  from  San 
Francvsoo  these  lunatics  took  him  by  car  to 
Chicago  12  days  prior  to  the  iriaL  They  had 
him  sleeping  in  various  county  jails  through¬ 
out  the  journey.  Jails  not  fit  for  any  form 
of  habitation.  The  result  is  that  Chairman 
Bobby  Seale  arrived  in  Chicago  sick  from  the 
rot  and  mess  of  the  iads  to  face  the  SS  and 
the  Gestapo  army. 

These  fascist  madmen  have  refused  to 
CO  allow  him  to  see  a  doctor  and  it  is  obvi¬ 
ous  ihai  they  intend  murdering  the  Chairman 


by  any  means  necessary, 

It  would  be  deviating  net  to  keep  to 
the  pattern  set.  Charles  R.  Garry,  Chairman 
Bobby  Seale's  attorney,  has  requested  a  post^ 
ponemeni  of  the  trial  as  he  is  due  to  go  into 
the  hospital  for  an  operation  and  is  unable 
10  be  present  in  Chicago.  'Adolph  Hitler' 
Hoffman  has  of  course  refused  the  request 
and  Chairman  Bobby  Seale  faces  the  fascists 
without  an  attotney 

The  judge  hasgone  through  the  process 
of  e  dictatorial  Jury  selection  m  which  ab¬ 
surd  questions  like  'Does  your  daughter  weai 
a  bra?^  were  the  qualifications  necessary  to 
sit  on  the  jury.  Relevant  facts  like  are 
thee  people  true  represcntaiivQ  of  the  peer 
group  of  the  defendants  -  were  thrown  out 
as  being  immaterial  and  irreievani. 

This  is  a  warning  for  us  to  intensify  the 
struggle,  to  heighten  our  awareness,  to  come 
together  as  it  is  clear  that  this  mockery  of  a. 
system  ^vill  not  deem  any  justice  and  that 
the  time  u  imminent  for  us  to  move  from 
all  directions. 

It  is  also  the  time  for  us  to  understand 
that  the  educatJon  of  the  masses  must  be  in- 
tensi^ed.  The  action  on  the  part  of  the  mO' 
ther  country  radicals  in  antagonizing  the 


murderous  pigs  in  a  demorrsiratLon  ouuide 
the  courthouse  shows  that  ihctf  level  of  a- 
wareness  must  be  moved  from  a  lower  level 
to  a  higher  IbvqL 

The  intentions  of  the  power  Structure 
in  relation  to  the  Black  Panther  Party  has 
been  obvious  for  some  time-  The  aiuuhila- 
non  of  the  Party  and  the  inurder  of  all  its 
leaders.  However  we  should  understand  that 
the  Black  Panther  Parly  manifests  an.  idea 
and  the  idea  must  live  on  as  long  as  there  is 
oppression. 

When  the  oppressor  launches  a  vicious 
attack  against  freedom  fighters  because  of 
ihe  way  ihry  choose  to  go  about  their  lib¬ 
eration  then  they  know  they  ore  moving  in 
the  right  direction. 

They  have  been  unable  to  defeat,  hamr 
per  or  dull  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  Chair¬ 
man  Bobby  ^eale.

Judge  Adolph  Julius  Hoffman,  76  years 
old,  has  been  named  as  the  'hanging  judge' 
for  the  trial  of  the  Compiracy  Eight.  The  8 
defendants  are  charged  with  coaspiiacy  to  in- 

dte  a  Pot  in  1%6,  before  the  democratic 
convehuon.  Chairman  Bobby  Seale,  National 
Chairman  of  the  Black  Panther  Party,  and 
theother  3  defendants  face  1 0  years  imprsjon- 
ment  and  S20,000  fine  if  they  are  convicted. 

Judge  Adolph  Holfman  stands  on  his 
record  as  a  fascist.  He  has  continually  pro¬ 
pagated  this  fascist  moribund  judicial  system 
upon  any  and  all  advocates  of  socialiSTTi  and 
or  coUeciivism.  This  judge  always  finds  any 
defendants  guilty  who  have  views  which 
differ  in  the  slightest  degree  from  his  and  his 
other  reactionary  paper  cartoon  characters. 

On  Thursday,  September  25. 1969,  the 
trial  and  selection  of  the  jury  began,  Judge 
Hoffman  McGoo  exerted  all  efforts  to  deny 
Chairman  Bobby  and  all  the  other  defendants 
any  and  all  mouons  presented  by  theic  de^ 
ferksti  attorneys.  Once  again  it  is  most  im¬ 
portant  that  we  recognize  fascism  for  what 
It  actually  is.  The  'hangman  '  only  allowed 
pigs^  naxi'sendparaiiuilitary  right  participants 


to  remain  on  the  jury.  Any  person  resem¬ 
bling  a  member  of  the  defendants’  peer- 
groups  immediately  disqualified  from  thf 
jury.

knife.  There  were  reports  that  tho 
pigs  sitting  on  the  oprpnsito  side 
of  th^  shoTPlng  center  Laughed  oa 
tolj  matinee  of  horror  was  In 
progress.  Whffn  It  was  all  over  they 
came  and  busied  Ro-bert  Taylor. 
Panthers  tried  tc  xtof)  th«  bleed¬ 
ing  of  Higgs  as  ho  lay  dying,  but 
i  pLgf  did  Ml  lot  them  continue.  They 
let  Higgs  lay  there  for  at  least

iQg  nearly  100  hungry  ehUdfcn  In 
the  Sacred  Heart  Parish  Hall  each 
moruing. 

The  Black  Panther  Party's  Ini¬ 
tialed  breakfast  at  ^cred  Heart 
was  one  of  four  such  centers 
operated  by  the  Party  inSanFran- 
clscOi  serving  nearly  300  children 
throughout  the  city  dally,  While  the 
federal  government  investigated 
hunger  and  local  govemmeni 
counted  hunger}  the  Black  Panther 
Party  satisfied  the  hunger  of  small 
children  who  otberwlso  might  have 
gone  to  school  without  breakfast 
and  who  perhaps  would  have  had 
no  lunch. 

Shortly  after  ihe  Eacred  Heart 
Breakfast  Program  was:  launched, 
the  Fublfc  Healtli  Deparlmenti 
swept  Into  the  Parish  Hall  where 
meals  were  being  so  rved  to  inspect 
the  facilities  and  to  Insure  com¬ 
pliance  with  public  health  laws. 
Since  the  days  ol  the  San  Fran- 
cIbgo  tire  and  earthquako,  lilnchos 
and  dinners  havf  been  served  in 
that  hall  to  Irish  and  Italian 
CathollHCS  In  the  community.  Un¬ 
told  gallons  of  spaghetti  and  pounds 
of  corned  beef  have  passed  through 
that  kltcheOj  onto  the  plates  q1 
Sacred  Heart's  parlshoners  and 
never  before  had  the  Publle  Health 
Department  poked  Into  the  refri¬ 
gerator,  ctiecked  the  stove,  Or 
testE>d  the  heat  of  the  dishwater. 
Suddenly,  Panther  breakfasts  we  re 
a  threat  to  health.  And  one  might 
wonder  whose  health  was  endan¬ 
gered  by  scrambled  eggs,  sBUBagCj, 
toast,  honey,  grits,  and  hot 
chocolate  --  the  small  children 
Stn^amlng  In  and  out  from  7  to 
a.m.  each  morning,  or  the 
public  official  lost  behind  his  desk 
somewhere,  who  knows  that  San 
Francisco  city  scheols  can  and 
should  be  feeding  youngsters  in 
need  of  food.  Public  health  Jaws 
somehow  gotstTongor  enfercemont 
than  federal  and  state  Jaws 
empowering  city  schMla  syelems 
to  offer  breakfast  and  lunch  lo 
children.  They  iomchow  merit 
more  compliance  than  gambling 
legisIatJon  which  would  restrict 
church  bingo  games  and  lucrative 
raffles, 

Etaffed  by  volunteers  froin  the 
Party  and  from  the  Communityv 
th^  breakfast  depended  in  large 
measure  on  financial  support  from 
Interested  people  and  organi¬ 
sations,  and  donations  from  local 
businesses ,  A pprexlm  atply  i Ovoluci^ 
teers  arrived  each  morning  at 
6  a.m,  lo  prepare  breakfast  and 
worked  until  SjSD  a.m.,  cooking^ 
servlngjsuporvlsljig.ajvd  cleaning. 
During  ihe  mouths  of  Its  operatiau, 
broaklast  was  always  served  and 
the  voluntoer  nelp  was  always 
there, 

Noi  quite  so  reliable  was  the 
flow  of  donations  from  business 
People,  More  often  than  not,  Parly 


members,  Rindy  WlUlams  and 
Lucky  Jenkins,  who  directed  the 
program,  had  lo  search  out  sources 
Of  fCKHi  la  keep  the  breakfast  going. 
Meat  and  produc e  companies  with 
stores  In  the  area  hod  been 
asked  for  donations}  These  are 
buolneEses  which  moke  their  for¬ 
tune  on  pE^le  who  arB  trapped 
In  thew  etito  rn  Addl  II ou  and  who  have 
nowhere  else  to  shop.  These  same

lluDgcr  knows  no  color  and  alt 
children}  White  and  Black,  werc 
served  by  th&  program.  Again, 
ihe  Party  proved  that  U  Es  not 
a  racist  organization,  bat  iti  the 
vanguard,  serving  the  needs  aiwf 
desires  of  the  people,  Hungry  chil¬ 
dren  indicate  on  obvious  need  of 
the  people. 

The  Increased  pressure  plac^xl 
on  Sacred  Jteart  church  by  author- 
kies  those  last  few  months  Is  the 
result  qfour  involvemeiit  with  the 
Panthers  and  the  breakfast  pro¬ 
gram,  among  olher  things.  Despite 
the  possibility  of  increased  repres¬

But  Newton  seems  lo  have  survived  nearly  Iwo 
j'cnrs  ot  imprisonment  wflh  his  spirits  inlnetr 
Just  as  committed  As  ever  to  the  altns  of  the 
Black  Panlhtr  Parly 

Although  he's  been  confined  to  his  tiny  cell 
21  hours  a  day  since  his  arrival  at  tire  '"colony" 
last  fall,  allhough  he  claims  he  has  been  sub- 
jocted  to  petty  harassments,  be  has  put  oo  w right 
.  and  looks  younger  than  he  is.

NcwTon's  black  militant  opponents  say  the  i 
struggle  is  against  while  racism,  Huey  says  this 
is  only  part  of  the  larger  problem  of  class,  which 
is  the  result  of  capitalism. 

"Racism  in  this  counlrj'  wa?  ujred  chrefly 
to  Justify  fhc  slavery  of  black  people,"  Huey 
Slid. 

Newton  beJteves  that  giant  U.S.  corporations 
that  reap  profit  from  the  war  in  ViciDam  are 
evil.  He  claitncd  General  Dynamics  and  ChrysJor 
are  prime  examples,  asserting  that  Chrysler  sold 
"tanks  that  wouldn't  fire,"

owned,  wars  would  become  unprofitable,  he  said, 
"Socialism  In  Amerren  would  be  different  from 
noeiali&t  systems  any  place  else.

With  the  nervouA  habit  of  lapping  liis  right  chock 
with  hisi  right  index  finger  ai  limes  while  talking 

—  sbciwed  very  IkHe  resemblance  lo  ihe  iTTiages 
on  those  ptviiei;!^ 

The  natural  hair-do  was  gone.  Hu*  hair  ts 
bow  cEasely  cropped  in  a  style  similar  to  the 
quo  vadls  popuJarlaed  by  neat,  mlddlc-tlass 
leaning  black  men  before  the  natural  canne  on 
the  sccoe. 

During  a  tour  of  the  Lnsliiuiaon  later,  I  noiiced 
that  many  of  the  young  black  "roiidenls"  wore 
their  hair  in  naturals^  although  not  grown  too 
long. 

Of  course,  Iney  arenT  waging  a  protest  as 
Huey  is  doing,  a  protest  that  has  eojti  him.  all 
his  prLvIJoges. 

Among  the  privileges  »l  taken  from  him 
are  those  lo  wTiie  and  receive  mail  and  to  have 
visitors, 

I  had  arrived  at  the  prison  shortly  after  the 
inmates  had  fintshed  lunch,  After  spending  about 
20  minutes  wailing  for  HiiCy  lo  be  brought  oul 
lo  the  visiiing  facilities,  J  was  finally  told  by 
the  sergeant  in  charge;  Newton  is  here 

for  your  Interview  " 

I  looked  over  the  counter  and  beyond  [he 
sergeant  and  saw  a  rather  unimpoiung  looking 
young  man  watching  tu;  through  Hie  steel. slntledi 
Windows  that  separated  ihc  visiting  halt  fioin 
our  area. 

I  had  been  fisientng  to  A^^soende  5up|.  R 
L  Russell  come  on  about  [he  merils  of  the  ia^ 
stjiullofl,  Ju-Sl  as  if  he  was  j|s  one-man  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Therefore,  I  liadn‘t  seen  Huey 
enter  the  viaiiing  ball.  Later  RusseU  gave  me 
a  tour  of  iltc  insliluiion.  a  tour  lasting  more 
than  an  hour. 

J  folto^red  the  sergcani  around  and  wa.«i  let 
in  a.  door  to  the  hall.  Huey,  snullflg*  stepped 
forward  to  gn?et  me.  We  had  a  hearty  handshake 
Newton  asked  whether  I  preferred  to  sit  nt 
the  visiimg  halj  or  irt  the  Couriyard. 

"Il  doesn't  mailer,"  I  said,  "Which  ever  you 
would  ralhcr  doT  Rul  I  suppose  you  woutd  feel 
better  ouLrlde.  I  guess  you  don't  get  out  too 
much." 

He  laughed.  "They  keep  me  locked  up  mosi 
of  Ihe  lime,  t  think  ihai  would  be  best."  He 
went  and  rapped  on  [he  window  and  askod  the 
sergeant  if  it  w^ouIeI  be  aU  right.  The  sergeant 
came  around  and  assured  us  that  Jt  w^os.  t 
noticed  [hat  he  and  Huey  Soomed  lo  go  Ehrougli 
this  thing  of  being  very,  very  polHe  to  each 
other  ino  polite,  U  almosE  like  a  game 
ttiey  played.

He  SAld  Ihe  inmates  are  paid  six  lo  ren  cents 
tin  hour  for  working  Ln  Ihc  vorfous  industries. 
Some  do  gel  IS  cents,  he  said.  ‘IE  really  amounts 
lo  slavery." 

"They  should  turn  it  fpr>§on  indUAlrlCS)  over 
to  private  enterprise  and  let  Ihe  men  earn 
Tcspertabie  wages," 

'The  InstLiution  ppnrates  a  dry  cleaning  plant, 
laundry,  auto  repair  shop  xnd  bakery  among 
iLii  Industries.  lE  doe^  the  laundry  for  Camnnlto 
fitatc  HospiinL  This  money  could  be  paid  ed 
inmate  laundry  workers,  Huey  contends. 

■'They  hariiss  me  some/'  Huey  claimfi* 
"Nothing  you  can  really  put  your  finger  on.  Never 
anything  big.  Just  a  proccssJon  of  minor 
haraSsmeAfs.  But  never  onylhing  that  you  can 
really  point  lo  as  being  hara-vtmont* 

"They  do  things  like  steal  my  heir  croatn, 
deodorant,  tooHipastc  ^  a  lot  of  hiHe  things* 
tVhen  1  first  cama  here  they  use  to  raid  my 
house  evTcy  tinw  I'd  leave.  They  would  go 
Ihrough  my  things;  I  could  tell." 

He  said  he  got  iit  the  habit  of  laking  such 
iients  With  him  when  he  Icit  his,  cell. 

Jfc  said  the  pressure  eased  after  he  meniioned 
It  to  some  reporters*  who  included  A  in  iheir 
slorles. 

"The  way  I  noticed  Jt  was  Ihsi  one  day  I 
forgot  and  didn't  lake  something  w'uh  me*  and 
when  J  returned  to  my  house  it  was  still  there. 

I  could  tell  that  they  had  been  In  there  trying 

io  ftiwl  someihibi;  (eonlrabaiKl),  but  they  hadn't 
boihered  Jt,  So  I  decJilcd  to  lest  them.  Fach 
day  1  would  leave  something  else*  and  when 
I  returned  il  was  still  I  here," 

We  coniinued  to  laugh  about  Ihe  situation 
As  he  told  iL 

"They  da  other  liiile  things.  Like,  I  can't 
have  books*  They  lOot  all  of  my  privilege?,  Un|il 
Garry  (hIs  altortwy)  got  H  straightened  out*  Ihey 
refuii^  to  allow  me  to  have  any  boohs  at  all* 
Last  week  he  fixed  Jt  so  that  1  can  now  have 
books  that  relate  to  my  case." 

Re  hadn't  started  getting  the  books  at  Hrt 
lime  of  Ihe  Interview.  He  is  alfowed  lo  subscribe 
to  a  newspaper*  but  not  to  listen  to  radio.  Other 
inmates  keep  him  informed  on  radJo  ;ind. 
lelevLMon  news  broadea:iU.  That's  how  he  learned 
ol  Black  Panther  Chairman  Bobby  Seole  being 
arrested.  The  next  morningj  an  Inmale  broke 
Ehc  news  to  hiitt. 

He  said  other  black  Enmaios  are  warned  to 
"stay  away  from  me  because  I'm  a  Communist 
and  rad.SE.  If  a  guy  is  catrght  talhiug  to  me 
ibcy  get  on  turn.  Tlicy've  even  accused  rne  of 
having  bodyguards  here  —  of  forming  Black 
Panthers  here"  Again  he  laughs. 

The  tiubjecL  move?  to  Ihe  Panther^  and  the 
killings  of  Panthers  in  Lcs  Angeks  and  San 
Biego.  A  black  cuTlura]  nalionalisl  group  called 
US*  organised  in  Watts  and  headed  by  Ron 
Karenga*  is  accused  of  the  kiUmgs,  Recently 
three  US  mcinbers  wore  couvicted  in  the  L.A. 
deaihs  of  two  Panther  leaders*  and  were  sen¬ 
tenced  to  life  In  prison.  Last  month  a  Panihet 
was  gunned  down  os  he  sold  the  party'^j 
newspaper  on  a  San  Drego  street. 

"Ron  Karenga  and  his  organization  see  their ' 
existence  being  threatened  by  the  Panther* 
Before  Ihe  Paniber  came  on  the  scene,  Karenga 
was  real  big  around  Watt?  attd  the  Los  Angeles 
area  —  had  everything  uptight.  He  wa?  suppow 
10  be  able  lo  keep  Ihe  lid  on. 

"Karenga  was  paid  150,000  lo  keep  Walla  quiet 
when  King  was  killed.  They've  had  access  lo 
all  kinds  o!  federal  funds,  receiving  ant  [poverty 
money  and  So  forth. 

"Everyone  looked  up  to  ihem.  Then,  ihe 
Paniher  came  on  the  scene  and  the  community 
.■started  digging  what  he  (ihe  Panther ]  was  doing. 
Karenga 's  organizailoiii  was  dying  out  —  it's 
almost  dead.  They're  fighting  to  [seep  aJivc." 

HJ?  voice  dropped  a  pilch  and  a  di^tanl  look 
can-FC  Enlo  his  eyes,  the  same  look  that  was  to 
HppCKr  when  be  inid  me  ihal  Bobby  Hulton  was 
ihe  first  Pajither  lo  bo  killed.  (Hulton  was  slwi 
by  Oakland,  police  Iasi  year.) 

Every  chance  they  gel  they  kill  a  PEiiuher," 
Karengn's  aim  fs  ihe  same  as  That  of  police 
nat  onaJly*  to  deitroy  the  P.iniherfi  or  drive  il«m 
iindei'ground,  Now  ion  claims, 

tliill  Ihe  Panthers,  gn  underffround? 

'Right  now-*  I  ean’l  fore-'tw  us  going  un- 
ilcigronnd.  \nd  if  we  Were  forced  lo,  it's  too 
Ij'le  to  make  us  ineffccllve.  You  sec,  bf  a  group

and  gels  ihe  it  support  —  tfien  it  will  soon  du?

known  far  it  to  realty  mailer  if  we  went  un* 
derground.  Bui  I  can ’I  see  ihsl  happening  right 
now,

Wo  ware  oa  onr 
way  back  toNewY'ork,  and  the  train 
had  to  stop  over  In  the  tf  S  capi* 
lol,  Washington,  D.C,  We  had  two 
hours  of  walling  to  do,,  go  we  de¬ 
cided  lo  go  get  a  malt.  We  went 
to  the  cafe  and  ordered  a  mall. 
Now  dllg  this  shit;  Here  we  were 
standing  there,  one  brother  blind, 
and  another  on  a  cane^  and  the 
Other  with  one  leg,  all  of  U5  wore 
in  uniform,  with  a  chest  Idll  of 
ribbons  and  3  i/2  pounds  of  bat¬ 
tle  stars.  We  ordered  these  malts 
and  the  bill  came  to  00  cents.  So, 
Leroy  gave  the  racist  clerk  S1.CH5. 
THyo  you  know  before  she  would  pick 
it  up^  this  racist,  fascist  pig  wiped 
the  money  off  ajid  gavo  us  our 
change  on  a  napkin.  Now  this  was 
one  of  the  people  whom  I  had  been 
fighting  for,  so  stie  could  have  o 
good  Job  and  be  free, 

Well,  1  finally  got  out.  Then  I 
tried  to  gel  a  Job,  Brothers,  let  me 
lell  you  I  couldn’t  find  one.  After 
my  rjp  oul  Clbat’s$3d.00for 
^0  weeks),  I  was  In  the  same  shape 
I  was  in  when  I  first  left  home.  1 
was  oppressed,  I  bad  been  put  in  the 
biggest  trick  of  my  life.  I  had  fought 
for  freedom,  for  employment  and 
equality*  But  in  turn,  I  received 
racism,  capitalism,  and  fascism.  I 
didn’t  know  Uut  HE  (the  B.S  gov¬ 
ernment)  was  the  real  enemy,  and 
not  the  people  1  was  fighting.  For 
you  see  racism  Is  Ids  mother,  copl- 
lallsm  1  s  his  falhe  r ,  im  per  lalism  Is 
his  sister,  fasci^nt  In  hlBgoddamn 
brother.  So  you  see  Ht  is  YD  UR 
enemy,  and  nol  the  Koreans  or  iho 
Vietnamese*  BE  RUTHLESS  TO 
YOUR  ENEMY,  AND  KIND  AND 
LOVING  TO  YOUR  COMRADES. 
I'll  close  now.  brothers,,  but  i’lll 
Write  you  again  soon.

From  Marine  Corp  History 


"There  Isn't  a  trick  Ih  the 
racketeering  bag  that  the  tniUlary 
gang  la  blind  to.  It  has  its  'flngar 
men'  (to  point  oul  enemies).  Its 
’muscle  men'  (to  destroy  enemies). 
It*  *  brain  guys’  (to  plan  war  pre¬ 
parations),  and  a  'Big  Boas' 
(pupornatlonallstk  capItaUsmX 

It  may  seem  odd  for  me,  a 
military  man  Eo  adopt  such  a  com¬ 
parison.  Truthfulness  compels  me 
to  do  30.  I  spent  33  years  and 
4  months  la  active  military  ser¬ 
vice  as  a  member  of  our  cuun- 
(r/s  most  agile  military  force- - 
the  Marino  Corps.  I  served  In  all 
commissioned  nuika  from  a  Second 
Lieutenant  to  Major-General.  And 
during  that  period  I  spent  most 
of  my  time  being  a  bigh-nJaaa 
muscle  man  for  Big  Business,  for 
Wall  Street  su»d  for  the  bankers. 
In  short,  1  was  *  racketeerj,  a 
cangster  for  capitalism. 

I  suspected  l  was  Just  a  part 
of  a  racket  at  the  time.  Now  1 
am  sure  of  Jt.  Mko  all  mem^rs 
Of  Ihp  military  profession  !  never 
had  an  original  Ihrought  until  I 
left  the  service.  My  mental  facul¬ 
ties  remained  In  suspended  ani* 
matlon  while  I  obeyed  the  orders 
of  the  higher-ups.  This  Is  typical 


with  everyone  m  tnc  military  ser¬ 
vice. 

Thus  I  helpiDd  moke  Mexico  and 
0  specially  Tampico  safe  for  Amer¬ 
ican  oil  Interests  in  1314.  I  helped 
make  Haiti  and  Cuba  a  decent  place 
for  tho  National  City  Bank  boys 
to  collect  rcvfjnucs  In.  I  helped 
In  the  raping  of  half  a  dozen 
Central  American  republica  for  the 
benatit  of  Wall  Street.  The  record 
of  racketeering  la  long,  j  helped 
purify  Nicaragua  for  the  loter- 
nationol  banking  house  of  Brown 
Brottors  in  1D(J3-1E.  I  brought  Ilgbl 
(D  the  DO'minican  Hepul^lc  for 
American  sugar  Interesl  In  lOlA. 
In  China  in  1  helped  sec  to 
It  that  the  Standard  DU  went  its 
way  unmolested. 

During  those  years^  I  had,  as 
the  toys  in  the  back  room  would 
say,  a  s^vell  ricket.  I  was  re¬ 
warded  with  honors,  modain  and 
promollon.  Looking  bock  on  it, 
I  feel  that  I  might  hive  given 
A1  Capone  a  few  hints.  The  best 
he  could  do  was  to  eperate  his 
racket  In  three  city  dlstiicts*  I 
operated  on  throe  ccntlncnliSr"

Brother  Brown  was  as^iened  to 
the  special  processing  detachment 
at  Fort  DIx  to  await  charges  of 
^iFn#-  A  U'^O,  L  for  hH>  yea^a^. 
^vhue  heing  held  captive  tn  Fort 
DIx,  Brother  Brown  and  some  of 
hlB  feUow  captives  began  to  or^ 
Eaniae  the  Black  Liberation  Party 
In  order  to  get  tbebrotbp^rs  to 
start  klcklhc  white,  racist,  war-^ 
mobEers  who  coniml  this  country 
in  the  a-E  rlsht  In  tbelr  own  back 
yard. 

As  a  result  of  Ids  orgaolrUng^ 
Brother  Urowe  came  In  fO'F  the 
usual  military  harassment,  i.e., 
details,  constant  surveHance,^ 
etc.,,  this  all  culminated  cm  the 
llLh,  when  brother  Brown  was  made 
the  recipient  of  racial  "oinks" 
from  a  white  KCP.  Brother  Brown 
countered  this  offense  with  an  offer 
to  kick  the  s--t  out  of  this  pig. 
For  this  be  was  taken  to  the  office 
of  the  pic,  in  charge  of  SPD, 
Capt.  Hunter, 

While  brother  Brown  was  waiting 
to  see  Capt.  Hunter,  the  pig  came 
out  of  his  office  and  gave  him 
Uie  keys  to  his  car  asking,  "Do 
me  a  favor  and  look  in  my  car 
and  bring  me  my  check  book."

As  a  result  of 
the  fiUggeHtlon  Pvt.  Brown  was  re^ 
moved  first  to  a  cage  in  SFD 
and  then  to  the  post  stockade  on 
charges  of  being  disrespectful  to 
an  officer  r. 

An  hour  later  brother  Carlos 
Forbes,  the  only  witness  of  the 
events  proceeding  pvt.  Brownes 
harassment  and  arrest,  who  was 
hlnsDlf  Waiting  court  martial  for 
A  w.o.L.,  bad  all  charges  Against 
him  dropped  and  wns  ordered  to 
report  the  next  day  to  Fort  Knox, 
Ky. 

Brother  Brown  la  gone.  Brother 
Forbes  Is  gone.  But,  the  brothora 
of  Fort  Dlx  a  re  still  here,  the  Dlack 
Liberation  Party  Is  still  here, 
*e'fe  not  running  and  wa're  hPt 
qulitjng  tmtll  the  pig's  who  rule 
this  country  are  mado  to  pay  for 
the  injustices  and  murders  per¬ 
petrated  on  the  Black  People  of 
the  World.

MBLDRAUOH,  Ky.  —  A  major 
battle  Is  developing  in  this  little 
Kentucky  (own  between  local  of¬ 
ficials  and  anti- war  soldiers  from 
nearby  Ft.  Kftekc,  who  want  to  open 
a  coffeehouse. 

Staff  and  ^,i,'s  of  ihe  coffee¬ 
house  charge  thal  the  Incal  of- 
fOclals  are  acting  in  collusion 
with  Army  officials.  Army  spokes¬ 
men  have  said  nothing  publicly, 
except  to  moke  a  brief  statement 
denying  the  charge. 

Meanllme,  local  police  tried  to 
Close  the  coffeehouse  although  It 
had  not  yet  offlcally  opened  for 
bustnessj,  saying  It  did  not  have 
the  proper  permits  lo  ope  rale.  The 
owner  of  the  building  sought  on 
eviction  order  from  a  local 
and  ihe  Muldraugh  City  Council 
passed  a  new  ordinance  out  Sep¬ 
tember  Z  requiring  i  "thorough 
invesllgatlon"  by  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  of  any  person  applying  to 
open  a  business,  This  the  staff 
and  Ci  1  ‘  E  see  as  a  blatant  aiEempt 
to  prevent  their  opening, 

A  hearing  on  the  eviction  pro¬ 
ceeding  Is  set  for  September  £4 
In  Meade  County  Quaiierly  Court 
In  Brandenburg,  Ky,  The  Landlord 
who  owns  the  hulldtng  where  the 
coffeehouse  is  located,  a  former 
moat  market  on  the  main  street 
of  liJuldraugh,  claim b  the  rent  has 
not  been  paid,  coffeehouse  spon¬ 
sors  state  they  have  offered  pay¬ 
ment  both  in  persoti  aud  by  certi¬ 
fied  mall. 

Cotfeebouee  staff  also  say  they 
arc  preparing  a  Federal  court 
suit  charging  the  "generals  and 
local  officials"  with  conspiracy  to 
deny  cLvlt  rights  to  GJ 's.  They 
say  Hut  In  addition  to  Closing  the 
coffeehouse  local  police  have 
"tbreotened  lo  force  ihclr  way  Into 
the  bulldliig  through  a  private  en¬ 
trance,  even  over  the  objection  of 
tho  people  who  live  upstairs..,. and 
have  taken  names  of  people  in¬ 
side."  Local  Officials  have  also, 
Iho  stoJf  claims^  used  every  means 
lo  delay  the  Issuance  of  permits. 

A  statement  written  by  an  anon- 
ymuus  G  L  and  Issu^  through 
FTAj  an  underground  paper,  says 
C.f.'s  raised  Hie  money  for  the 
coffeehouse,  '^'found  a  place,  and 
fixed  It  up^',  Some  of  them  lioveled 
around  the  icoimlry  to  recruit 
civilian  slalf. 

These  developments  at  Ft.  Knox 


country.  Underground  papora  have 
sprung  up  an  many  Army  bases, 
and  coffeebouses  similar  to  the  one 
In  Mtildraugh  arc  Tiow  operating 
m  seven  other  locations.  Two  of 
them  are  in  the  South- -in  Killeen, 
Tex.,  and  Columbia,  S.C, 

The  movement  at  Ft.  Knox 
started  In  early  lti€S,  when  some 
C.l  'abegan  to  publish  their  unde r- 
gfouad  paper,  FTA.  The  soldiers 
say  this  stands  for  FUn,  Travel  L 
Adventure.  The  paper  started  with 
a  press  run  of  ISOO;  it  Is  pub¬ 
lished  approximately  monthly  and 
now  has  a  distribution  of  over 
5, MO. 

The  anonymous  G.L  statement 
explained  (he  beginning  of  the 
movement  this  ways  "G  l^s  got: 
togeLber  at  Ft,  Knox  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  the  way  they  wore 
treated,  Lh-eir  lack  of  rights  and 
about  the  war  they  were  being 
forced  lo  light.  They  decided  lo 
build  a  G.I.  movement  that  would 
l>egiii  to  light  for  their  rights,  for 
respect,  and  on  end  (o  the  war." 

As  support  for  FTA  grewamong 
LhE>  EoldterSj  the  stalement  said, 
harassment  grew  also. 

"The  Army,  uptight  about  GJ.'s 
getting  logetber,  tried  to  crush 
the  paper,"  the  statement  went  on. 
"They  tried  to  find  out  who  the 
leaders  were  and  ship  them  out 
They  tried  to  slop  distribution 
using  local  pollcu  in  Louisville  and 
they  throalened  guys  who  had  (ho 
paper  on  base.  But  G.  1 '  s  fought 
back  and  the  paper  kept  going," 

Tho  coffeehouse,  the  statement 
said.  Is  designed  lo  provide  a  place 
where  0,1.' s  con  gather  and  talk 
freely-— same Ihiiig  ihoy  eay  they 
coji^t  do  on  the  base. 

Referring  la  the  current  dlf- 
llcultloSp  the  statempnl  concluded: 
"The  G,l  ‘s  arc  used  to  fighting 
and  they  are  not  about  lo  etop 
now, ..The  G.I.'s  see  that  their 
only  real  power  I  sin  their  numbers 
so  they  continue  right  on  building 
their  movemeht."'

There  are  two  other  si^iiicant 
eventa:  the  trip  of  Americo  Thomaz 
and  the  departure  of  the  governor. 
The  fact  that  Amirlco  Thotnaz 
able  to  make  only  a  very  hurrl^ 
visit  to  some  cities,  uravelUna  by 
airplane*  and  on  the  other  hand  the 
departure  of  the  governor  who  was 
in  Guinea,  ahould  be  a  Eouree  ot 
embarruasiDent  to  them.  U*s  true 
that  the  governor  had  completed  his 
term  of  office.  But  —  what  general 
who  is  winning  the  war  is  going  to 
leave,  even  when  he  has  completed 
his  term  of  office?  When  a  general 
who  is  waging  a  war  leaves  after 
completing  his  term  of  office,  it  is 
b^use  be  is  defeated. 

The  past  year  was  really  one 
filled  with  victories,  although  I 
donT  want  to  say  that  we  haven't 
suffered  reverses;  that  is  normal  tn 
any  war.  Wt  attacked  all  the  urban 
centers  in  our  land*  except  Bjsuu 
—  if  we  don't  count  the  attack  on 
the  airport.  Important  centers  such 
as  Eafata,  Gabu  Farim,  Mansoa, 
Cansumbd,  and  wlama  were  at¬ 
tacked  several  times;  we  captured 
a  certain  number  of  prisoners; 
there  were  various  deserters;  and 
we  destroyed  a  greater  number  of 
Portuguese  boats  than  ever  before. 

The  balance  of  our  operations, 
from  the  l^th  of  April  to  the  15th  of 
November  of  last  year*  is  the  fol¬ 
lowing;  251  attacks  on  Portuguese 
fortresses,  2  attacks  on  aerodromes, 
2  attacks  on  ports,  94  vehicles  de¬ 
stroyed*  30  snips  sunk,  i  planes 
downed,  etc.,  and  an  estimate  of 
at  least  900  enemy  dead  and  12 
captured.  It  was  a  year  of  triumph 
(although  1967  had  been  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  year  for  us]i  Jn  the  political* 
administrative,  social,  and  cultural 
realm  and  in  that  our  armed  forces 
made  extraordinary  efforts,  to  the 
extreme  that  the  Portuguese  were 
forced  to  evacuate  some  of  their 
fortified  posts.  They  had  to  evacu¬ 
ate  Beli*  in  the  east;  Cacocoa  and 
Sanchonhi,  two  very  important 
encampmeots  near  the  southern 
border;  m  addition  to  nine  encamp¬ 
ments  in  the  south  and  the  ^ast  of 
the  country.  The  fight  has  reached 
s  new  stage  of  development  and  we 
are  already  capable  of  taking  the 
Portuguese  encampments.  But  we 
are  not  hurried,  we  move  very 
calmly. 

We  have  to  be  very  carefuli*  we 
have  to  fight  according  to  our  con¬ 
ditions,  advancing  with  caution. 
Proof  of  the  correctness  of  our  tac¬ 


tics  is  that  we  can  already  take 
the  Portuguese  encampments  and 
force  them  to  leave  their  fortified 
posts,  This,  more  than  just  a  mili¬ 
tary  defeat,  is  a  moral  defeat  of  the 
first  order.

During  a  rarokal  assembly  debate  toenicnd  the  constitution, 
which  bans  third  terms,  there  were  daily  ficrec  clashes  between 
atudenis  and  police  in  Scotil^  Taegu,  Pusan  amd  othcr'cities.  All 
higher  educational  Institutions  in  the  South  are  dosed  down, 
according  to  reports  reaching  here,  while  students  behind  planle 
and  sandbag  barricedes  battle  police. 

Students  and  South  Koreans  generally  are  especially  ineenicd 
N,^  wi  tho  ih*  Jaffanrse  people  *rc  inrenaiiyirig 

their  siruggtc  to  get  the  U.S.  to  quit  Okinawa,  dictator  Park  is 
pressuring  both  Japan  and  the  U,S,  to  allow  continuation  of  the 
American  occupation  of  Okinawa.  And  regardless  of  tha  latter's 
future  status,  he  has  offered  use  of  Korea's  Cheju  Island,  off  the 
southern  cout,  for  a  tJ.S.  base  wilJi  nuclear  instaUations. 

Park^  who  had  a  partlcuEarty  bloodthirsty  career  serving  the 
Japanese  Imperial  army  in  Manchuria- mainly  irying  to  suppress 
Korean  antJ-Japartese  partisans-is  now  virtually  on  his  knees 
demanding  an  indefinite  U.S.  occupation  of  South  Korea. 

ResponnbLe  Koreans  who  J  eneounlered  during  the  first  week 
of  a  vjfil  to  the  DPRK,  DemocraUc  People's  Republic  of  Korea, 
warn  that  recent  huge  U.S.  arms  shipments  pouring  into  the 
South  and  Ihn  equipping,  of  a  I  million'man  ''homeland  defense 
conH‘*  have  been  Accompanied  by  provocations  from  the  Sduth^ 
which  are  jncreaiiFig  tO'd  point  where  a  war  could  break  out  at 
any  moment.  War  could  have  started  already  if  Northern  forces 
had  nol  shown  restraJrvt  In  dealing  with  ineidents  in  and  around 
the  demilitarized  zone. 

In  recent  months,  the  Seoul  regime  has  also  stepped  up  training 
exercises  lu  coastal  landings  and  mounlain  fighting  under  condj- 
tiona  similar  to  the  North's  beaches  and  rugged  mountauis.  Park^a 
stalemEnt.  published  in  the  Aug.  25  U>S.  News  &  World  Report, 
that  there  are  '^limils  fo  restraint'^  and  that  "another  war  mOrc 
terrible  ihon  the  last"  may  be  irinaered,  was  regarded  here  as  a 
Serious  indication  of  his  real  inlenliona. 

One  view  here  ia  that  Park  is  mulliplying  prowocationa  to  tempt 
■  response  from  the  North.  Park  would  then  cry  "aggression"  and 
invoke  secret  clauses  of  Japanese-South  Korean  aErecmcnti  to 
bring  JtpancH:  troops  back  into  South  Korea  on  the  pretext  that 
Japane&E  security  ia  also  endangered.  To  moke  the  idea  more 
presenlahle  to  the  Japanese  public,  they  would  be  told  Ihut  large 
Japanne  investments  in  South  Korea  arc  endangered. 

With  D.S.  cncDuragcmcnt,^  Park  has  opened  South  Korea's 
doors  widely  to  Japanese  capital  and  there  are  now  huntlredsof 
Japanese  corporations,  monopolies  and  banks  active  in  ihe  South. 
The  flow  to  Japan  of  South  Korean  raw  materials  and  other 
goods  produced  under  slave  lafaor  conditions  is  reaching  the 
volume  of  the  heyday  of  I  he  Japanese  occupation.

We  have  been,  and  are  being  tried  by  all-white  juries 
thal  have  no  understanding  of  the  “average  reasoning  man"  of  the  black 
community.
